Enemy’s Flank Yields 


Land, Air Attacks | 
Push Rommel Back 


CAIRO (AP) — Under con- 
tinued pressure on the ground, 
and heavy attack from the air, 
the Axis invaders of Egypt have 
drawn back westward on their 
southern flank in the battle area 
of El Alamein, British head- 
quarters announced today. 

Several small enemy columns 
were engaged and dispersed, ‘it 
was announced, but the principal 
land activity was cannonading on 
| both sides. 

Aloft, British and United States 
heavy bofmbers by daylight set 
fires and hit shipping at Bengazi, 
principal Axis supply port deep in 
Libya, and British. air raids just 
behind the lines spread fire and 
confusion among the enemy.

While the enemy struck at the 
Nile delta area 65 to 70 miles 
eastward, with an overnight air 
raid described as “small scale,” 
Allied aircraft bombed and 
strafed areas about E] Daba and 
between Matruh and Tobruk. 

British authorities nevertheless 
were under no illusion the threat 
to Egypt and the Alexandria 
naval base had been raised. 

Although a steady stream of 
troops, tanks and guns was mov- 
ing up to strengthen the British 
forces, they. conceded. Rommel’s 
position was strong, and he prob- 
ably was receiving reinforce- 
ments also.
